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EXPLANATION 

The  names  in  parenthesis  after  each  subject  name  indicate  the  line  of 
descent. 

The  dates  following  the  names  of  children  indicate  the  birth  and  death 
year  of  the  child,  not  that  of  the  husband  or  wife  whose  name  is  also  shown. 

System  for  numbering  is  by  generation  followed  by  serial  number  of  that 
generation;  thus  3-2S.  The  3  indicates  third  generation  from  Emanuel,  the 
23  is  the  twenty-third  name  in  that  generation.  Where  the  children  are 
indicated  by  letters,  the  line  is  not  carried  further. 


PREFACE

The  purpose  of  the  following  narrative  of  Emanuel  Coryell,  and  the  two 
succeeding  generations  of  his  descendants,  is  to  put  into  permanent  form  such 
facts  as  are  known  for  members  of  the  family  and  others  who  are  interested. 
Many  traditions  have  been  passed  down  from  one  generation  to  the  next  and 
the  original  sources  of  many  of  these  stories  can  no  longer  be  determined. 
No  complete  records  exist  as  they  do  in  the  case  of  many  other  families 
no  more  prominent  during  the  Revolutionary  period.  Consequently  most 
members  of  the  family  have  very  vague  and  incorrect  ideas  of  the  part  played 
by  their  ancestors  during  those  historic  times.  The  only  known  published  work 
with  any  considerable  data  on  the  Coryell  Family  is  Sarah  Gallagher’s  “Early 
History  of  Lambert ville.”  Actually  it  contains  little  connected  genealogical 
material,  being  principally  what  the  title  implies,  a  history  of  Lambertville. 
There  are  numerous  references  to  and  data  on  individual  family  members  in 
county  histories  and  similar  publications. 

A  number  of  persons  in  the  past  have  spent  considerable  time  and  effort 
compiling  Coryell  Genealogy  but  no  attempt  to  put  same  into  permanent  form 
succeeded.  The  writer  expresses  his  appreciation  to  many  family  members 
who  have  passed  on  to  him  material  to  be  used  in  this  genealogy.  Much  more 
such  data  no  doubt  exists,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  little  book  may  be  the 
means  of  reaching  some  of  those  possessing  such  material  and  that  they  will 
communicate  with  the  writer.  Present-day  lines  are  entirely  missing  in  many 
cases  and  the  only  way  these  can  be  supplied  is  with  the  cooperation  of  family 
members  now  living.  We  are  also  interested  in  further  data  or  clues  about 
the  antecedents  of  Emanuel  Coryell. 

In  the  following  pages  we  have  stated  as  facts  only  that  which  can  be 
substantiated  by  official  records  or  has  been  obtained  from  the  most  reliable 
sources.  Where  possible,  we  have  mentioned  the  reference  in  the  text  so  that 
the  reader  can  see  for  himself  where  the  basis  for  these  facts  is  established. 
Thus  we  have  tried  to  avoid  that  display  of  mysterious  authority  that  is  to  be 
found  in  many  records  of  this  sort,  and  which  makes  it  difficult  to  separate 
fact  from  supposition.  Traditions  and  suppositions  are  plainly  referred  to 
as  such,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  work  will  not  be  the  means  of 
perpetuating  such  stories  as  facts. 

The  present  book  covers  only  a  very  small  part  of  the  already  collected 
genealogical  data  on  the  Coryell  Family.  If  this  present  effort  meets  with 
sufficient  response  among  members  of  the  family,  we  hope  to  publish  additional 
parts  until  some  degree  of  completeness  is  achieved.  Such  additional  books  will 
be  uniform  in  style  and  arrangement  of  material.  This  plan  was  adopted  to 
stimulate  interest  and  present  some  immediate  results  rather  than  wait  until 
a  complete  work  could  be  collected  and  financed,  putting  actual  publication  off 
into  a  very  indefinite  and  uncertain  future.

ORIGIN  OF  THE  FAMILY 


^>/HERE  are  such  varied  and  conflicting  beliefs  regarding  the 
origin  of  the  Coryell  family,  that  it  seems  appropriate  to  start  this 
history  with  an  outline  of  these  stories,  so  that  the  reader  can 
judge  for  himself  whether  they  fit  in  with  the  known  facts  or  not. 
The  most  prevalent  idea  is  that  the  Coryells  were  French  Huguenots, 
so  we  review  the  history  of  the  Huguenots  briefly. 

King  Henry  IV,  of  France,  on  April  15,  1598  signed  the  Edict 
of  Nantes,  a  proclamation  which  gave  equal  political  rights  to 
Protestants  and  Catholics  except  in  a  few  localities  including  Paris. 
This  was  something  that  the  Protestants  had  not  enjoyed  up  to 
this  time.  For  almost  100  years  this  decree  was  in  effect,  altho 
there  was  considerable  agitation  against  it  from  powerful  sources. 

Events  transpired  which  led  Louis  XIV,  on  October  22,  1685 
to  proclaim  the  “Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.”  This  was  the 
signal  that  started  a  mass  migration  of  800,000  or  more  French¬ 
men,  mostly  Huguenots,  to  England,  Holland  and  other  places  in¬ 
cluding  America.  Many  of  those  who  later  came  to  America  did  so 
after  remaining  in  these  other  countries  for  some  time,  even  a 
generation  or  more.  Thus  when  they  did  arrive  in  America,  as  in 
the  case  of  numbers  of  the  Dutch,  there  had  been  considerable 
intermingling  so  that  in  many  instances  the  real  origin  of  such 
settlers  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  determine. 

Most  of  the  Dutch  immigration  was  to  New  York,  especially 
Long  Island.  Later  many  of  these  people,  or  their  children,  ventured 
further  into  the  interior.  A  great  many  settled  in  the  Raritan 
Valley  in  New  Jersey.  The  name  Coryell  first  appears  in  this  vicin¬ 
ity  as  early  as  1668.  To  go  back  to  the  Huguenot  history,  many  of 
the  Huguenots  migrated  from  France  long  before  the  Revocation 
of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  Thus  the  appearance  of  the  name  Coryell 
in  1663  would  not  necessarily  rule  out  the  possibility  that  they 
were  originally  Huguenots.  It  would,  however,  eliminate  the  idea 
that  they  left  France  during  the  great  exodus  of  1685. 

The  original  settlers  in  the  Middlesex  County,  New  Jersey 
section  came  from  a  variety  of  places.  Some  have  been  traced  to 
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earlier  New  England  settlements,  many  came  from  New  York  and 
other  parts  of  the  colonies.  Comparatively  few  appear  to  have  come 
directly  from  Europe.  No  actual  record  of  the  arrival  of  the  Cory- 
ells  has  been  found.  Starting  in  1663  there  are  references  to  the 
name,  spelled  variously,  as  wTas  customary  in  those  days,  as  Coriel, 
Cornell,  Kuriel,  Cryl,  Koriel,  etc.  In  the  Middlesex  County  records 
we  find  the  name  frequently. 

Rietstaps  Armorial  Guide  lists  three  families,  denoting  their 
localities;  namely — Curial  (Picardie) ;  Curel  (Champagne);  and 
Curiel  (Espagne).  Many  present  day  Coryells  believe  they  are 
descended  from  one  of  these  old  European  families.  Similarity  in 
the  spelling  actually  means  very  little  and  unless  some  other  proof 
exists  any  connection  with  these  families  is  problematical. 

A  good  many  have  heard  the  tradition,  passed  down  thru  their 
families,  that  the  Coryells  were  French  Huguenots  but  that  they 
left  France  at  an  early  date  for  the  island  of  Corsica  and  that  it 
was  from  this  point  that  the  journey  to  America  was  made. 

An  early  Connecticut  marriage  record,  April  9,  1764  shows  an 
Emanuel  Corriel  from  Portugal  marrying  a  Hannah  Williamson. 
This  is  the  only  direct  connection  of  the  name  with  any  European 
country  that  we  have  found  and  this  means  very  little  as  the  refer¬ 
ence  may  merely  be  to  the  port  of  embarkation,  not  necessarily 
that  the  person  referred  to  was  a  native  of  that  country.  No 
descendants  of  this  Emanuel  Corriel  have  been  found,  nor  any  sug¬ 
gestion  of  a  connection  with  the  New  Jersey  family  who  were  in 
America  many  years  earlier. 

In  Barber  &  Howe’s  Historical  Sketches,  published  in  1844, 
they  refer  to  Emanuel  Coryell  as  being  French  and  coming  from 
the  eastern  part  of  the  province.  Data  and  sources  of  information 
available  to  them  at  that  early  date  can  probably  be  relied  upon  as 
being  correct. 

Little  accurate  or  connected  genealogical  material  has  been 
found  to  cover  what  was  probably  two  or  three,  if  not  four,  early 
generations  of  Coriells  in  New  Jersey.  It  appears  probable  that  an 
Abraham  Coriell  living  in  Piscataway  Township  in  1702  was  the 
father  of  four  sons,  David,  Emanuel,  Samuel  and  Abraham.  Most 
present  generation  Coryells  can  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  one  of 
these  four.  David  and  Samuel  can  be  proved  to  be  brothers,  and  it 
is  only  slightly  less  certain  that  the  others  were  their  brothers  also. 
Most  of  those  who  have  investigated  these  matters  are  satisfied  on 
this  point. 
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The  earliest  actual  record  of  Emanuel  Coryell  that  we  have 
found  is  August  24,  1727  when  he  witnessed  the  will  of  Cornelius 
Teunissen  of  Raritan,  Somerset  County.  This  was  his  wife’s  (or 
future  wife’s)  father.  Cornelius  Teunissen  was  a  descendant  of  a 
Dutch  family  that  settled  on  Long  Island.  He  came  to  the  Raritan 
Valley,  near  Somerville,  N.  J.,  about  1683.  Here  the  birth  records 
of  all  his  children,  excepting  his  eldest  son,  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church.  And  it  is  in  the  records  of  this  Dutch 
Reformed  Church  that  we  find  the  baptismal  date  of  his  daughter, 
Sarah,  April  3,  1706.  It  was  she  who  became  the  wife  of  Emanuel 
Coryell. 

Monette,  in  his  “Piscataway,”  refers  to  Emanuel  Coryell  as 
being  in  West  Amwell  as  early  as  1703.  We  are  unable  to  find  any 
proof  of  this.  It  does  not  seem  probable,  as  assuming  Emanuel 
Coryell  to  be  about  the  same  age  as  his  wife,  and  of  an  average 
age  when  his  children  were  born,  he  would  have  been  a  small  child 
in  1703.  Sarah  Gallagher  in  her  “Early  History  of  Lambertville” 
states  that  Emanuel  Coryell  died  when  a  “comparatively  young 
man.”  As  she  resided  in  Lambertville  continuously  from  her  birth 
in  1821  and  as  two  of  Emanuel’s  sons  lived  beyond  that  date,  and 
many  of  his  grandchildren  were  her  childhood  companions,  it  would 
seem  likely  that  she  was  familiar  with  the  facts  from  almost 
first-hand  sources. 
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O MANUEL  CORYELL  secured  a  patent  from  King  George  II, 
of  England,  in  1732  to  operate  a  ferry  across  the  Delaware  River 
at  what  is  now  Lambertville,  N.  J.  The  ferry  franchise  is  among 
the  records  still  on  file  at  Trenton,  N.  J.  As  he  owned  considerable 
land  in  the  vicinity  and  as  the  granting  of  the  ferry  charter  pre¬ 
sumably  took  some  time  it  is  natural  to  assume  that  he  had  resided 
in  the  district  for  some  years  previous.  Sarah  Gallagher  sets  the 
time  of  his  arrival  as  between  1720  and  1730,  and  states  that  he 
was  the  first  white  settler  in  the  region.  He  purchased  the  ferry 
tract  from  John  Purcel  on  Feb.  8,  1732. 

At  the  time  the  ferry  charter  was  granted  the  whole  region 
around  Amwell  was  inhabited  by  Indians,  and  few  white  settlers 
were  to  be  found  on  the  New  Jersey  side  of  the  Delaware.  The 
Pennsylvania  side  had  been  settled  by  the  wiiite  men  some  years 
earlier.  Legend  has  it  that  Emanuel  Coryell  started  traffic  with  the 
Indians  a  number  of  years  before  the  ferry  charter  was  granted.  At 
that  time  there  was  a  ferry  from  the  Pennsylvania  side  but  evi¬ 
dently  without  adequate  facilities  on  the  New  Jersey  shore.  This 
point  lay  directly  between  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  and  as  travel 
overland  increased  with  the  settlement  of  the  interior,  the  need  for 
the  ferry  became  apparent  and  the  charter  was  applied  for. 

Emanuel  Coryell  operated  the  Ferry  and  the  Inn,  or  Ferry 
House,  until  his  death  in  1749.  The  Stone  Tavern  remained  stand¬ 
ing  until  1855  when  it  was  finally  torn  down.  He  was  the  original 
settler  and  the  community’s  most  prosperous  citizen  and  very  active 
in  developing  the  section.  We  find  his  name  as  witness  on  numerous 
wills  and  other  documents.  With  the  possible  exception  of  his  eldest 
son,  John,  his  children  were  all  born  in  the  Ferry  House  where  he 
resided. 

At  the  time  he  died  his  estate  included  1503  acres,  a  good  part 
of  the  present  city  of  Lambertville.  An  inventory  lists  besides  the 
usual  barns,  meadows,  etc.,  8  negro  slaves.  Slaves  were  common 
during  those  days  on  estates  of  good  size.  In  the  final  settlement  of 
his  estate  a  portion  of  his  land  was  designated  “to  be  a  burying 
ground  for  his  descendants  forever.’’  This  is  the  lot  on  which  the 
Presbyterian  Church  now  stands,  and  in  the  church  yard  some  of 
the  gravestones  of  these  early  Corvells  still  exist.  Many  more  have 
doubtless  disappeared  or  thru  neglect  were  never  placed.  No  stone 
marks  the  resting  place  of  the  pioneer  and  the  exact  place  of  his 
burial  is  unknown. 

His  children  were  quite  young  when  Emanuel  Coryell  died, 
whether  thru  the  early  death  as  suggested  by  Sarah  Gallagher,  or 
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First  Generation 


due  to  a  late  marriage  has  not  so  far  been  definitely  determined. 
His  eldest  son,  John,  appointed  executor  with  his  mother,  was  just 
19  years  of  age.  The  two  youngest  children  were  6  and  11  years 
old.  Thus  it  was  not  until  1760  that  a  final  division  of  the  estate 
was  made.  In  the  meantime  his  widow  had  married  George  Ely,  of 
Bucks  County,  Penna.,  but  no  children  resulted  from  this  marriage.

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^*OHN  CORYELL  (2-1),  the  eldest  son  of  Emanuel,  was  born 
(/  June  12,  1730,  probably  at  Coryell’s  Ferry.  The  record  of  his 
baptism  June  16,  1731,  parents  Emanuel  and  Sarah  Kuriel,  at  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church,  Harlingen,  N.  J.,  still  exists.  Harlingen 
is  a  little  village  not  a  great  distance  from  either  Coryell’s  Ferry, 
or  Raritan  where  his  mother  lived.  He  married  in  1753,  Elizabeth 
Harvey,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Tamar  Harvey  of  Solebury,  Bucks 
County,  Penna.  She  was  born  Aug.  14,  1730;  died  July  6,  1799. 
They  had  seven  children  listed  below.  John  Coryell  died  at  Hack- 
ettstown,  N.  J.,  on  Dec.  13,  1799,  and  is  buried  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  Yard  there  with  his  wife.  When  last  visited,  in  1942,  this 
old  graveyard  was  in  a  deplorable  condition  and  much  historical 
information  that  the  old  stones  reveal  is  being  lost. 


Their  children,  probably  all  born  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  ex¬ 
cepting  the  two  youngest,  who  were  born  on  the  Pennsylvania  side.

One  of  the  earliest  references  to  John  Coryell  is  found  in  the 
N.  Y.  Gazette — Dec.  28,  1749 — the  following  advertisement. 

Ran  away  from  John  Coryell,  of  Amwell,  N.  J.  the  22nd  day  of  No¬ 
vember  last,  at  Albany,  a  Negro  man  named  James  Rouse.  Had  on 
Soldiers  clothing,  but  pretty  bare,  is  lame  in  one  of  his  knees,  and  a 
scar  on  his  upper  lip.  Whoever  takes  up  said  Negro  (if  above  the 
Highlands  shall  have  40  shillings)  and  if  this  side  of  the  Highlands 
30  shillings,  reward,  and  all  reasonable  charges  paid  bv  JOHN 
CORYELL. 


Just  what  John,  then  19  years  old,  was  doing  in  Albany  is  not 
known.  Such  a  journey  in  those  days  was  a  considerable  under¬ 
taking.  This  was  evidently  just  after  his  father’s  death.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  man  probably  was  returned  to  John,  for 
in  his  will  50  years  later,  he  mentions  his  “negro  man  James”  and 
recommends  that  he  be  set  free. 

John  Coryell  was  executor,  with  his  mother,  of  his  father’s 
estate.  He  bought  additional  land  in  Bucks  County,  Penna.,  includ¬ 
ing  the  ferry  tract  which  he  purchased  from  the  widow  of  Benjamin 
Canbv  on  May  19,  1764.  From  this  time  and  including  the  entire 
period  of  the  Revolution  the  settlements  on  both  sides  of  the  river 
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Second  Generation 


were  known  as  Coryell’s  Ferry.  Previously  the  Pennsylvania  side 
had  been  called  Wells  Ferry.  John  operated  the  ferry  for  many 
years  in  conjunction  with  his  brothers  on  the  New  Jersey  side. 
He  lived  in  Bucks  County  until  his  retirement  to  his  farm  in  Sussex 
County,  N,  J.,  about  1785. 

There  are  frequent  references  to  John  Coryell  in  Colonial  Rec¬ 
ords  around  the  time  of  the  Revolution.  The  minutes  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Safety  of  Bucks  County  mention  his  name  in  many  places. 
He  was  present  at  most  of  the  meetings  and  served  on  the  commit¬ 
tee  thruout  the  war.  The  roll  of  the  Bucks  County  Associators, 
Solebury,  Aug.  21,  1775,  shows  John  Coryell  as  Captain  and  in  his 
company  John  Coryell,  Jr.,  Private.  His  eldest  son  Emanuel  served 
as  Forage  Master.  John  was  later  promoted  to  Major  and  served 
George  Washington  when  the  Continental  Army  was  at  Coryell’s 
Ferry,  where  they  crossed  the  river  several  times.  His  record  of 
service  can  be  found  in  the  Penna.  Archives  at  Harrisburg. 

In  1784  the  Bucks  County  Taxpayers  list  shows  John  Coryell 
as  holding  500  acres,  1  house,  2  outhouses,  7  horses,  4  cattle  and 
that  6  white  inhabitants  were  in  his  household.  He  evidently  in¬ 
vested  heavily  in  land,  and  whether  it  was  the  result  of  these  pur¬ 
chases,  or  the  result  of  much  unredeemed  continental  money  ac¬ 
cepted  during  the  war,  that  caused  his  financial  difficulties  is  not 
definitely  known.  We  have  record  of  several  sales  of  his  lands  by 
Sheriff  Samuel  Dean  of  Bucks  County  after  1785.  About  this  time 
many  settlers  of  this  region  migrated  to  northern  New  Jersey  and 
among  them  we  find  John  Coryell  and  some  of  his  younger  children. 
He  bought  a  farm  in  Sussex  County  where  he  lived  out  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  days.  Here  he  died  in  1799,  six  months  after  his 
wife  and  thus  they  ended  a  marriage  of  46  years’  duration. 

His  will,  written  Feb.  20,  1799,  proved  Jan.  7,  1800,  is  on  file 
at  Trenton,  N.  J.  The  inventory  lists  horses,  cattle,  etc.,  and  to¬ 
gether  with  his  personal  effects  totals  a  value  of  about  $8500.00 
exclusive  of  real  estate.  This  represented  considerably  more  than 
the  amount  now  appears.  Horses  and  cows,  for  instance,  were 
valued  at  from  $12  to  $20  each. 

In  the  Whitney  Museum  of  Art  in  New  York  City  is  a  painting 
by  Joseph  Pickett  entitled  “Coryell’s  Ferry,  1776.”  This  depicts 
the  general  appearance  of  the  settlement  at  the  time  of  the  Revo¬ 
lution  when  John  Coryell  and  his  brothers  operated  the  ferry. 
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CORNELIUS  CORYELL  (2-2),  the  second  son  of  Emanuel, 
was  born  at  Coryell’s  Ferry  June  27,  1732.  He  married  about  1759, 
Sallie  (Sarah)  Shaw.  She  was  born  about  1730,  died  before  1808. 
He  died  July  6,  1831,  and  is  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
Yard  at  Lambert ville.  They  had  9  children:

His  elder  brother  John  being  executor  of  their  father’s  estate 
Cornelius,  the  second  son,  was  appointed  guardian  for  Sarah,  his 
sister,  she  still  being  under  age  at  the  time  the  estate  was  settled. 

,  C-nehus  was  very  active  during  the  Revolution  and  was 
closely  associated  with  Washington  during  the  times  he  was  in 
this  vicinity.  It  was  the  result  of  this  association  that  Washington 
became  interested  in  George  (3-8),  eldest  son  of  Cornelius  who 
was  later  induced  to  come  to  Alexandria,  Virginia. 

Cornelius  lived  and  died  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ferry  and  during 
his  later  years  operated  the  New  Jersey  side  of  the  ferry  in 
conjunction  with  his  brother  Abraham. 
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GEORGE  CORYELL  (2-3),  third  son  of  Emanuel,  was  born 
in  1734  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.  He  married  Eleanor  Pidcock  and 
they  had  5  children,  listed  below.  He  died  in  1813  (his  will  recorded 
May  5,  1813)  and  is  presumably  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
Yard  at  Lambertville.  His  wife  survived  him.

George  Coryell  was  Captain  in  the  N.  J.  forces  during  the 
Revolution  and  was  prominent  in  the  activities  around  Coryell’s 
Ferry.  He  is  evidently  the  Lieutenant  Coryell  of  New  Jersey 
referred  to  in  records  of  the  French  and  Indian  War  (1759). 

He  was  one  of  the  three  prominent  Georges,  the  others  being 
George  Tanner  and  George  Hoppock,  who  refused  to  accept  Senator 
Lambert’s  “Lambertsville”  Post  Office  address  when  it  was  secured 
in  1810.  They  referred  to  their  section  of  the  town  as  Georgetown 
for  a  number  of  years.  During  his  later  years  he  lived  with  his 
son  Judge  John,  and  was  buried  from  his  home. 

ABRAHAM  CORYELL  (2-5),  youngest  son  of  Emanuel, 
was  born  April  3,  1738,  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  in  the  Ferry 
House  where  his  parents  resided.  He  died  there  in  May,  1828, 
90  years  of  age.  He  married  on  November  4,  1759,  Sarah  Davis 
(Born  1740),  a  descendant  of  the  Bye  Family  of  Bucks  County, 
Penna.

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Abraham  Coryell  was  11  years  of  age  when  his  father  died 
and  only  19  when  the  estate  was  settled.  He  received  for  his 
portion  that  part  of  his  father’s  land  on  which  the  ferry  buildings, 
landings,  etc.,  were  located.  He  operated  the  ferry  in  conjunction 
with  his  brothers  for  many  years.  He  owned  a  farm  in  Kingwood 
Township,  about  6  miles  above  the  ferry,  where  he  lived  part  of 
the  time.  He  resided  in  the  ferry  house  until  his  death  in  1828. 

One  of  Abraham’s  grandsons,  Tunison  Coryell,  related  that 
he  visited  his  grandfather  at  the  ferry  house  when  a  small  boy 
and  remembered  his  grandfather  showing  him  a  trunk  filled  with 
Continental  money  that  had  been  accepted  for  ferriages,  etc.,  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolution  but  which  had  never  been  redeemed.  Tunison 
also  related  that  Abraham  stated  that  his  father,  Emanuel,  came 
from  the  eastern  part  of  Jersey  and  was  related  to  the  other 
Coryells  residing  there.  This  is  probably  the  most  reliable  source 
of  information  we  have  regarding  the  origin  of  Emanuel  Coryell. 

Abraham  Coryell  is  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  Yard 
at  Lambertville  beside  his  brother  Cornelius.  A  peculiarly  shaped 
stone  marks  their  grave  and  the  bronze  plate  is  still  in  an  excellent 
state  of  preservation.  The  burial  place  of  either  of  their  wives 
has  not  been  determined. 

SARAH  CORYELL  (2-7),  daughter  of  Emanuel,  was  born 
at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  on  June  7,  1743.  She  was  still  under  age 
at  the  time  the  estate  of  her  father  was  settled  in  consequence 
of  which  her  brother  Cornelius  was  appointed  guardian. 

She  first  married  Philip  Atkinson  by  whom  she  had  4  children, 
listed  below.  After  his  death  she  married  her  step-brother.  John 
Ely,  born  Sept.  30,  1743,  died  Oct.  27,  1823.  They  had  2  children. 
She  died  Sept.  22,  1821.

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MANUEL  CORYELL  3-1  ( Emanuel ,  John)  the  eldest  son 
of  John  Coryell  (2-1),  was  born  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  on 
Oct.  24,  1754.  He  married  in  Philadelphia,  Frances  Caldwell 
(born  at  Plumstead,  Bucks  County,  Penna.,  in  1758 — died  May  9, 
1843,  at  Nichols,  N.  Y.),  and  had  11  children.  He  died  at  Nichols, 
N.  Y.,  Jan.  5,  1835,  and  is  buried  with  his  wife  in  the  Everitt- 
Coryell-Schomaker  Cemetery  at  Asbury  Church,  below  Nichols. 

Emanuel,  the  grandson  of  the  original  Emanuel,  was  crippled 
as  the  result  of  being  dropped  by  his  nurse  when  a  baby.  This 
accident  made  walking  difficult  for  him  but  he  never  permitted 
this  handicap  to  interfere  with  his  activities.  During  the  Revolu¬ 
tion  he  served  as  Forage  Master  for  a  period  when  Washington’s 
Army  was  stationed  in  and  near  Coryell’s  Ferry  prior  to  the 
Battle  of  Trenton. 

Before  the  war  started  he  had  begun  the  study  of  medicine 
in  the  office  of  Dr.  Ingham  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  Penna.  This  was 
interrupted  by  the  war  and  never  resumed.  Probably  for  the 
reason  that  his  father,  like  most  of  the  other  patriots,  was  greatly 
impoverished  by  the  war.  Thus  at  the  end  of  the  war  there  was 
a  considerable  migration  from  the  old  home  locality.  John  (2-1), 
Emanuel’s  father,  retired  to  a  farm  in  Sussex  County,  N.  J.,  as 
did  some  of  the  other  members  of  the  family.  John,  Jr.  (3-5), 
migrated  to  Philadelphia  where  he  died  a  few  years  later.  Emanuel, 
the  subject  of  this  chapter,  had  made  a  journey  to  Tioga  County, 
N.  Y.,  as  an  agent  for  Colonel  Hooper  who  had  purchased  much 
land  in  that  vicinity.  He  decided  to  settle  there  permanently  and 
accordingly,  in  the  spring  of  1791,  he  set  out  for  his  new  home. 
His  cousin,  George  (3-23),  left  Coryell’s  Ferry  on  the  same  day 
for  Union  County,  Penna. 

They  made  a  considerable  party  as  they  started  overland 
together  in  two  covered  wagons  with  their  families  and  household 
goods.  They  traveled  together  as  far  as  the  Susquehanna  River 
at  Wilkes-Barre,  where  they  parted.  Emanuel’s  wagon  carried  his 
wife,  their  5  children,  a  “bound-out”  girl  named  Isabel  MacAdams, 
and  3  slaves.  Upon  arriving  at  the  river  Emanuel  hired  a  Durham 
boat  to  take  them  northward  to  New  York.  To  this  boat  was 
transferred  all  their  belongings  and  with  two  men  who  handled 
the  boat  they  started  up  the  river  into  what  was  then  practically 
a  wilderness  inhabited  only  by  Indians  and  a  few  trappers  and 
hunters.  George  continued  overland  into  Buffalo  Valley. 

The  trip  up  the  Susquehanna  occupied  two  weeks.  They  made 
numerous  stops  to  get  out  of  the  boat,  climb  the  river’s  banks  and 
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look  over  the  surrounding  country.  At  last  a  suitable  place  was 
found  and  they  unloaded  all  their  worldly  possessions.  A  very 
rough,  but  kindly,  family  who  had  a  small  cabin  nearby  sheltered 
them  while  their  own  house  was  rapidly  constructed  from  logs. 
This  was  a  new  life  to  both  Emanuel  and  his  wife.  His  wife  was 
dismayed  at  the  prospect  of  living  in  such  a  wilderness,  the  only 
other  inhabitants  of  which  were  of  the  roughest  sort.  It  was  far 
different  from  the  city  life  to  which  she  had  become  accustomed 
when  raised  by  her  aunt  in  Philadelphia.  The  balls  and  theatres 
she  had  attended  there  faded  into  a  far  distant  past.  In  her  later 
years  she  many  times  related  some  of  her  experiences  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  particularly  remembering  a  ball  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Morris  in  honor  of  General  Washington.  She  also  recalled 
seeing  Washington  at  a  theatre  she  attended  during  that  period. 

Not  long  after  their  arrival  in  Nichols  she  met  a  Mrs.  Can- 
field,  also  a  woman  of  education  and  cultured  manners,  and  there 
began  a  friendship  which  lasted  all  their  lives.  It  was  not  long 
before  the  community  began  to  grow.  The  land  was  rich  and 
fertile  and  was  offered  to  settlers  on  attractive  terms.  Emanuel 
Coryell  was  a  man  of  importance  and  trusted  by  all  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  became  their  first  judge,  represented  them  in  the 
Assembly  at  Albany,  and  held  other  offices  of  public  trust.  From 
1796  to  a  few  years  before  his  death  in  1835,  we  find  his  name 
recorded  as  holding  various  offices  of  importance  in  the  county. 

Emanuel  Coryell  died  at  his  home  in  Nichols,  N.  Y.,  at  the 
age  of  81,  Jan.  5,  1835,  surrounded  by  his  children,  grandchildren 
and  several  great-grandchildren.  He  was  practically  the  pioneer 
of  the  district  and  lived  to  see  it  develop  into  a  thriving  farming 
center.

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SARAH  CORYELL  3-2  (Emanuel,  John)  was  born  Feb.  5, 
1756.  She  married  Robert  Lanning  (b.  Feb.  24,  1747 ;  d.  Oct.  4, 
1828)  of  Ewing,  Sussex  County,  N.  J.  They  lived  in  Danville,  N.  J., 
where  their  family  was  raised  and  both  are  buried  there  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  Yard.  Sarah  was  the  twin  of  Amelia  3-3, 
who  died  when  an  infant.  She  died  in  1839. 

The  children  of  Robert  and  Sarah  Coryell  Lanning  were: 

a.  John  Lanning  m.  Mary  Ann  Deshong.  He  was  born  June  5, 
1779,  and  died  Feb.  12,  1820.

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AMELIA  CORYELL  3-4  ( Emanuel ,  John)  was  born  Aug. 
12,  1759.  She  married  Feb.  7,  1785,  John  Prall.  They  lived  at 
Prallsville,  N.  J.,  a  town  which  had  been  named  after  his  family 
who  were  among  the  original  settlers  of  the  place.

JOHN  CORYELL  3-5  ( Emanuel ,  John)  was  born  Mar.  16. 
1762,  at  Coryell's  Ferry.  He  married  Amelia  Dennis,  daughter  of 
Major  Benjamin  Dennis,  of  Monmouth  County,  N.  J.  He  died 
before  1799  and  his  wife  some  time  later. 

During  the  Revolution  John  served  in  his  father’s  company  as 
a  private.  Later  he  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant.  When  the  father 
migrated  to  Sussex  County  after  the  war,  John  presumably  went 
to  Philadelphia.  As  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Monmouth  County 
we  suppose  that  he  was  married  before  removing  to  Philadelphia. 
At  the  time  John,  Sr.,  died  he  referred,  in  his  will,  to  “the  four 
children  of  my  son  John,  deceased.”  He  also  specifically  left 
$125.00  to  “Amelia,  the  widow  of  my  son  John.” 

As  the  will  was  written  in  the  early  part  of  1799  we  know 
that  John  had  died  previous  to  this  date.  Some  claim  that  he  died 
in  the  Yellow  Fever  epidemic  of  1793  but  nothing  to  prove  this 
contention  has  been  discovered.  No  will  of  John.  Jr.,  has  been 
found,  nor  any  record  of  his  burial  place,  or  that  of  his  wife. 

In  1799  we  find  listed  in  a  Philadelphia  Directory — Amelia 
Coryell,  boarding  house,  9  Norris’s  Alley  (now  Sansom  Street). 
No  listings  are  found  in  the  intervening  years,  but  in  1814  we  find 
Henry  Coryell,  carpenter,  who  we  presume  to  be  one  of  the  four 
children  mentioned  in  the  grandfather’s  will. 

The  records  of  the  Third  Presbyterian  Church  of  Philadelphia 
show — May,  1812,  Amelia  Coryell,  joined.  Died  1845.  Another 
story  is  to  the  effect  that  Amelia  Coryell  was  killed  in  an  accident 
with  her  son,  Henry  L.  Coryell,  near  Trenton,  N.  J.,  in  1845.  This 
would  tie  in  with  the  church  record  of  her  death.  The  death  notices 
published  in  the  Philadelphia  papers  of  July,  1845,  list  Henry  L. 
Coryell,  died  suddenly.  No  mention  is  made  of  the  cause  of  his 
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death,  nor  any  mention  whatever  of  Amelia. 

We  give  these  details,  unsubstantiated  as  most  of  them  are, 
because  there  is  a  considerable  number  of  Coryells  in  Philadelphia 
and  vicinity  who  we  presume  to  be  descendants  of  John.  The 
definite  proof  of  the  connection,  however,  is  lacking.

JOSEPH  CORYELL  3-6  ( Emanuel ,  John)  was  born  at  Sole- 
bury,  Bucks  County,  Penna.,  on  Aug,  17,  1764.  He  married  his 
cousin,  Eleanor  Coryell  3-13,  daughter  cf  Cornelius  2-2.  She  was 
born  at  Coryell's  Ferry,  N.  J.,  on  March  25,  1768,  and  died  June 
7,  1841.  She  is  buried  with  her  husband  in  the  yard  of  the  Danville 
Presbyterian  Church,  Great  Meadows,  N.  J.  Joseph  died  May  9, 
1831.  They  had  7  children  listed  below. 

Joseph  migrated  to  Sussex  County  when  a  young  man  of  21 
years,  with  his  father  and  others  from  the  ferry  section.  Here 
he  lived  for  46  years  until  his  death  in  1831.  He  was  active  in 
the  organization  of  the  Danville  Presbyterian  Church. 

Little  is  known  of  him.  He  evidently  ran  a  farm  in  Inde¬ 
pendence  Township,  Warren  County,  where  he  resided.  He  left 
no  will  but  an  inventory  of  his  personal  property,  exclusive  of 
real  estate,  lists  farm  implements,  cattle  and  personal  belongings 
totaling  about  $1500.

ZJ  EORGE  CORYELL  3-8  ( Emanuel ,  Cornelius)  was  born  at 
Coryell's  Ferry,  N.  J.,  Aug.  17,  1760.  He  died  Feb.  18,  1850,  at 
Lambertville  where  he  is  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  Yard. 
George  Coryell  is  possibly  the  most  prominent  of  all  the  Coryells 
and  as  there  appears  to  be  considerable  confusion  among  members 

I  of  the  family  regarding  him  we  have  carefully  confirmed  every 
fact  set  forth  herewith.  George  was  a  rather  frequent  name  in 
the  family  which  has  added  to  the  general  misunderstanding. 

George  Coryell,  the  son  of  Cornelius  and  grandson  of  Emanuel, 
was  a  young  boy  when  Washington  was  campaigning  in  the  vicinity 
of  Coryell's  Ferry.  His  father  acted  as  a  guide  to  Washington 
during  the  time  the  army  was  in  this  vicinity  and  in  this  way  the 
young  man  had  come  under  Washington’s  notice.  He  was  appren¬ 
ticed  to  a  carpenter  in  Monmouth  County,  N.  J.,  and  actually 
witnessed  the  Battle  of  Monmouth  from  a  neighboring  hilltop. 

After  the  war  George  went  to  Philadelphia  to  practice  his 
trade.  A  gateway  he  constructed  for  Benjamin  Franklin  attracted 
the  attention  of  Washington  while  he  was  in  Philadelphia  during 
his  first  term.  Recalling  his  friendship  with  the  young  man's 
father,  Washington  persuaded  him  to  come  to  Alexandria,  Va., 
which  was  then  a  fast  growing  community. 

George  settled  at  Alexandria  shortly  after  1790  and  married 
Nancy  (Ann)  Hamilton  of  Virginia.  It  has  been  stated  that  Ann 
Hamilton  was  the  daughter  of  Commodore  Hamilton,  U.  S.  N., 
but  we  have  been  unable  to  confirm  this  statement. 

George  Coryell  belonged  to  the  same  Masonic  Lodge  in  Alex¬ 
andria  as  Washington  did,  and  as  a  member  attended  the  funeral 
of  Washington  at  Mt.  Vernon.  At  the  last  minute  he  relieved 
Lieutenant  Moss  and  became  one  of  the  active  pall-bearers.  Details 
of  this  occurrence  are  found  in  Mary  Powell’s  “History  of  Old 
Alexandria"  as  well  as  several  other  books  dealing  with  these 
events. 

About  1796  he  built  the  brick  house  at  #54  Duke  Street  for 
Dr.  James  Craik,  Washington's  physician.  He  owned  the  lot  next 
to  it  and  later  built  himself  a  house  on  it  in  which  he  resided  for 
many  years.  Both  these  houses  altho  much  deteriorated  are  still 
standing  in  Alexandria  (1942).  The  following  letter  written  by 
his  wife  to  Miss  Polly  (Mary)  Coryell,  Coryell's  Ferry,  N.  J.,  is 
of  interest: 
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Dear  Sister 


Alexa.  July  23,  1803 


Third  Generation 


I  have  sent  by  Mr.  Fitter  a  small  bundle  for  sister  Sarah’s  daughter 
Ann.  Please  to  inform  all  my  friends  that  we  are  all  in  good  health 
except  Mr.  Coryell  and  he  is  getting  much  better.  I  shall  write  more 
fully  by  post  next  week. 

Wm.  Hartshone  is  married  to  Mrs.  Shirene  —  All  your  friends  wish  to 
be  remembered  to  you  and  wonder  what  is  the  reason  you  do  not  write 
by  post. 

Mrs.  Black  is  coming  to  Alexandria  to  live  again.  Norfolk  is  very  sickly. 
Mrs.  Hubbell  is  returned  to  Alexa.  to  live.  Alexa.  is  increasing  very 
much  —  everybody  is  getting  rich  here.  Inform  Joseph  Coryell  that  Mr. 
Coryell  will  write  him  by  post  concerning  a  Mr.  Lambert  he  wrote  him 
about  —  He  is  inquiring  if  he  lives  in  the  country  anywhere  in  Virginia 
and  will  find  him  if  possible.  There  was  a  Mr.  Lambert  here  some 
time  ago.

P.  Coryell  gives  his  particular  love  to  his  uncles  and  aunts 
and  to  send  him  a  barrel  of  apples  next  fall  and  says  if  you  will  get 
him  a  pony  to  ride  when  he  comes  to  College  he  will  be  very  much 
obliged  to  you.  I  expect  William  will  be  up  to  Princeton  in  3  years 
from  this  time.

This  letter,  the  original  of  which  is  believed  to  be  still  in 
existence,  clearly  indicates  that  George  Coryell  had  a  son  William 
P.  Coryell.  There  is  also  another  letter  which  has  been  preserved, 
written  by  William  P.  Coryell  to  one  of  his  aunts.  It  was  evidently 
shortly  after  this  that  William  was  lost  at  sea,  presumably  falling 
overboard  from  a  boat  while  going  from  Alexandria  to  Philadel¬ 
phia  .  It  is  quite  possible  that  this  accident  occurred  while  he  was 
on  his  way  to  Princeton. 

Of  the  marriage,  death  or  burial  of  Ann  Coryell,  no  records 
have  been  found.  She  presumably  died  about  1815  and  was  prob¬ 
ably  buried  in  Alexandria.  Up  to  this  date  her  name  appears 
frequently  with  her  husband’s  on  papers  covering  real  estate  trans¬ 
actions  in  Alexandria,  but  after  1815  all  such  papers  show  George 
Coryell  only.  He  was  very  active  around  this  period  in  buying 
land,  subdividing  and  building  houses  in  Alexandria.  The  com¬ 
munity  at  this  time  was  going  thru  the  stages  of  a  rapid  develop¬ 
ment  and  expansion. 

The  couple  also  had  another  child  who  died  at  an  early  age. 
George  continued  to  live  in  Alexandria  and  in  1836  was  Clerk  of 
the  Market  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 
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About  1845,  when  he  was  85  years  old,  he  returned  to  Lam- 
bertville  to  spend  the  remainder  of  his  life  among  the  scenes  of 
his  childhood.  He  resided  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  Samuel  L.  Bailey, 
the  widow  of  his  nephew,  Thomas  J.  Coryell  4-49.  He  was  buried 
from  this  house  five  years  later.  The  Rev.  Dr.  P.  0.  Studdiford 
delivered  the  services  on  this  occasion.  As  revealed  on  the  monu¬ 
ment  at  his  grave,  he  was  “the  last  survivor  of  the  six  men  who 
laid  the  Father  of  his  Country  in  his  tomb.”  The  local  newspapers 
carried  full  accounts  of  the  funeral  with  sketches  of  his  life  but 
little  notice  of  his  death  was  taken  nationally.  He  had  outlived 
his  contemporaries  and  despite  his  former  renown  had  long  since 
been  forgotten. 

George  and  Nancy  Hamilton  Coryell  had  2  children,  both  of 
whom  died  young  without  issue.

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MARY  CORYELL  3-9  ( Emanuel ,  Cornelius )  was  born  at 
Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  in  1761.  (Some  authorities  say  Dec.  19, 
1758.)  She  was  never  married  and  lived  her  later  years  in  the 
home  of  her  cousin,  Lewis  S.  Coryell,  at  New  Hope,  Penna. 

We  might  say  here  that  the  name  of  the  ferry  settlement 
on  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the  river  was  changed  to  New  Hope 
about  the  same  time  that  the  Lambertville  name  was  established 
on  the  Jersey  side. 

Mary  Coryell  is  buried  in  the  Dark  Hollow  Cemetery  at 
New  Hope,  where  she  died  Dec.  20,  1834.  This  cemetery,  where 
a  number  of  other  Coryells  are  also  buried,  is  on  land  which 
originally  formed  part  of  the  farm  of  Lewis  S.  Coryell  4-16. 
The  house  is  still  standing  and  occupied  (1942). 


JACOB  CORYELL  3-10  ( Emanuel .  Cornelius)  was  born  at 
Coryell’s  Ferry  April  28,  1762.  He  died  at  the  narrows  on  the 
Lackawaxen  River  in  Wayne  County,  Penna.,  possibly  drowned. 
He  married  twice,  first  Sarah  Lambert  (b.  Sept.  11,  1767;  died 
before  1805).  She  was  the  daughter  of  Governor  John  and  Susanna 
Lambert.  Second  he  married  in  December  1805,  Nancy  Hankinson. 
He  had  6  children  by  his  first  wife  and  1  son  by  his  second. 

In  Sarah  Gallagher’s  “Early  History  of  Lambertville”  she 
tells  us  that  “the  stone  house  on  South  Main  Street  .  .  .  was 
built  by  Jacob  Coryell”  probably  about  1797.  Jacob  Coryell  and 
his  sons  were  in  the  tanning  business.  This  tannery  was  in 
operation  until  1840  or  after. 

Presumably  after  his  second  marriage  Jacob  Coryell  left 
Lambertville  and  the  tannery,  and  moved  to  Wayne  County,  Penna., 
where  he  died.

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JOHN  CORYELL  3-12  (Emanuel,  Cornelius)  was  born  at 
Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  on  May  30,  1766,  the  5th  child  of  Cornelius 
Coryell.  He  died  in  June  1841  at  Pottstown,  Penna.,  where  he 
is  buried  in  the  Friends  Burying  Ground.  On  Dec.  29,  1803  he 
married  Sarah  Ortlip,  daughter  of  Israel  and  Mary  Linderman 
Ortlip.  She  was  born  in  1784  and  died  Oct.  31,  1849  at  Pottstown.

We  know  very  little  about  John  Coryell.  It  appears  that  he 
migrated  to  Pottstown,  Penna.,  either  before,  or  shortly  after, 
his  marriage.  He  lived  on  a  farm  there  until  his  death. 


CORNELIUS  CORYELL  3-14  (Emanuel,  Cornelius)  the  7th 
child  of  Cornelius  Coryell  was  born  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  on 
Mar.  26,  1770.

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In  1798  Eleanor,  Cornelius’  sister,  wrote  a  letter  in  which 
she  says  Cornelius  had  purchased  a  farm  near  Aunt  Shaws  and 
“I  suppose  mother  and  father  will  go  there  with  him.”  She  also 
mentions  brother  John  (3-11)  being  in  the  lumber  business,  and 
brother  Joseph  (3-15)  talking  of  going  to  Kentucky. 

Cornelius  Coryell  is  another  on  whom  we  have  found  little 
or  no  data  other  than  a  few  dates.  He  w’as  in  the  lumber  business 
at  Honesdale,  Penna.,  where  he  died.  The  data  wre  do  have 
indicates  that  many  members  of  the  family  resided  in  and  around 
Sussex  County,  N.  J.,  after  1785,  rather  than  in  the  vicinity  of 
Coryell’s  Ferry.  After  the  war  there  was  an  extensive  migration 
into  this  northwestern  New  Jersey  section  from  Hunterdon  County.

In  a  letter  writen  by  his  sister  Eleanor  in  1798,  Joseph  is 
mentioned  as  talking  “of  going  to  Kentucky.”  It  is  evident  that 
he  went  at  least  as  far  as  Ohio.  We  have  no  other  information 
about  Joseph  Coryell.  Several  of  his  children  lived  in  Venezuela, 
South  America.

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^■jfOHN  CORYELL  3-21  ( Emanuel ,  George )  was  born  in 
C/  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  on  May  24,  1771.  He  died  there  on 
Oct.  31,  1861  and  is  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  Yard  with 
both  his  wives.  John  Coryell  lived  continuously  in  Coryell’s  Ferry 
and,  as  it  was  later  called,  Lambertville  for  ninety  years.  Had  he 
written  a  family  history  much  of  the  controversy  and  uncertainty 
regarding  the  earlier  generations  would  never  have  arisen.  He 
was  a  young  boy  when  Washington  and  his  army  were  at  the  ferry 
in  1777  and  1778  and  many  of  the  officers  were  frequent  visitors 
at  his  father’s  house.  Captain  George  Coryell,  his  father,  was 
actively  engaged  in  the  campaigns  around  this  section.  After  the 
war  when  many  of  the  Coryells,  as  well  as  others  from  the  ferry 
district,  left  the  vicinity  for  better  economic  prospects  elsewhere, 
Captain  George  Coryell  remained. 

In  1796  John  married  Ann  Fister,  the  widow  of  Jacob  Doroty. 
(B.  May  1770  -  D.  May  31,  1810.)  They  had  5  children.  In  1798 
he  became  Justice  of  Hunterdon  County,  a  post  which  he  retained 
with  some  interruptions  until  1842.  In  1800  he  was  appointed 
Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  of  Hunterdon  County.  His 
name  appears  as  officiating  justice  at  many  Hunterdon  County 
marriages  during  this  period. 

In  1797  John  Coryell  finished  building  a  house  for  his  own 
occupancy,  later  known  as  the  Bellmont  House.  He  buried  his 
father  from  this  house  in  1813.  All  his  children  were  born  here 
and  from  it  he  also  buried  both  his  wives. 

In  1810  his  first  wife,  Ann,  died.  Four  years  later,  on  Mar. 
3,  1814  he  married  again,  Rebecca  Smith  (B.  1797  -  D.  Jan.  21, 
1819).  The  Judge,  as  he  was  known,  was  at  this  time  43  years 
of  age.  Rebecca  Smith  was  the  friend  of  his  daughter  Mary,  but 
a  few  years  her  senior,  being  at  the  time  of  the  marriage  17 
years  old.  They  had  2  children. 

He  was  active  in  all  community  undertakings,  not  the  least 
important  of  them  being  the  establishment  and  erection  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lambertville.  On  Aug.  7,  1816,  a 
group  of  men  met  at  the  home  of  John  Lambert,  Jr.,  to  organize 
this  project.  Those  present  subscribed  $500.00  and  appointed  a 
committee  to  solicit  further  subscriptions.  The  committee  consisted 
of  John  Coryell,  Samuel  D.  Ingham,  John  Lambert,  Jr.,  Major 
Emley  Holcombe,  John  Lily,  M.D.,  and  Wilson  Lambert. 

At  that  time  Lambertville  had  about  150  inhabitants.  Among 
them  were  some  very  prominent  and  respected  citizens,  but  the 
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community  had  borne  an  unenviable  name  for  years  as  the  center 
of  rioting  and  dissipation.  Thus  the  church  project  was  an  impor¬ 
tant  move  toward  the  betterment  of  civic  conditions.  The  land 
donated  for  the  erection  of  the  church  was  part  of  the  original 
Coryell  Graveyard.  The  actual  building  got  under  way  in  1817 
and  w^as  ready  for  use  about  1820.

JOHN  CORYELL  3-22  ( Emanuel ,  Abraham),  the  eldest  son 
of  Abraham  Coryell,  was  born  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.,  in  1760. 
When  a  lad  of  16  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  British  and  was  put 
aboard  a  Prison  Ship.  Either  he  was  later  killed,  or  possibly 
starved  to  death  while  aboard  the  ship  as  did  many  other  Ameri¬ 
can  patriots. 
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GEORGE  CORYELL  3-23  (Emanuel,  Abraham)  was  born  April 
28,  1761  at  Coryell’s  Ferry,  N.  J.  In  1790  he  married  Charity 
Van  Buskirk  (b.  Feb.  11,  1771;  d.  Mar.  23,  1839).  He  died  on 
April  22,  1836  and  is  buried,  with  his  wife,  in  the  Venice  Presby¬ 
terian  Churchyard  near  Hamilton,  Butler  County,  Ohio. 

He  enlisted  in  the  New  Jersey  forces  during  the  Revolution 
when  but  a  lad  of  15  or  16  years  and  served  until  1780.  His 
company  was  in  the  battle  at  Princeton.  While  serving  in  Captain 
Craig’s  Company  he  was  sent  as  a  messenger  as  far  as  Boston. 

Washington’s  headquarters  were  at  one  time  in  his  father’s 
house  at  the  ferry.  The  premises  were  also  occupied  by  the  British 
and  Hessians  during  which  period  the  property  was  severely  dam¬ 
aged  even  to  the  extent  of  such  unnecessary  actions  as  cutting 
the  bedding  and  throwing  the  feathers  into  the  road. 

His  wife,  Charity  Van  Buskirk,  was  the  sister  of  Richard 
Van  Buskirk  of  Mifflinburg,  Penna.  It  was  probably  due  to  this 
relationship  that  he  was  influenced  to  leave  the  Ferry  settlement. 

In  1791  he  left  Coryell’s  Ferry,  on  the  same  day  as  his  cousin 
(Emanuel  3-1),  the  two  traveling  together  as  far  as  Wilkes-Barre, 
Penna.  Here  they  separated  and  George  continued  on  to  Union 
County,  Penna.  He  resided  in  this  general  vicinity  for  some  years, 
although  he  moved  about  a  number  of  times.  George  was  a 
carpenter  by  trade  and  built  many  of  the  houses  in  this  section. 
The  old  “Black  Horse  Tavern”  at  Lewisburg  was  erected  by  him. 

He  again  entered  the  army  in  1814  and  was  adjutant  of 
Colonel  George  Weirick’s  Regiment. 

In  “Annals  of  Buffalo  Valley”  by  John  Blair  Lynn  we  find  a 
rather  full  account  of  George  Coryell.

He  died  May  11,  1811  at  Bristol  Township  (Phila¬ 
delphia),  Penna.
